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Introducing the Public 


Hospital Day was observed by an increasing 
number of hospitals throughout the country on 
May 12th. It is the one day set aside in the year, 
when citizens are invited, as a whole, to inspect 
the working of such institutions and are shown the 
inner machinery, and systematic methods, of hos- 
pitals and are brought into closer and more under- 
standing sympathy with the splendid work being 
accomplished. Communities are realizing more and 
more that a well-equipped hospital that can boast 
excellent administration is an asset beyond value 
to a city or community. 

Many and varied were the special features in- 
cluded in the entertainment offered by the different 
hospitals, and from reports received from every 
section of the Dominion, the exacting duties of the 
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day were discharged graciously and wisely by su- 
perintendents and co-workers. 

There is perhaps just one weak spot noticeable in 
the celebration of Hospital Day, and that is here 
and there a hospital apparently failed to appreciate 
the wonderful opportunities offered in this great 
get-together day. It is to be hoped that next year 
it will be a 100 per cent. Hospital Day.

Avoiding Unnecessary Losses 


A statement comes from an official of a hospital 
in a large city to the effect that the annual replace- 
ment, due largely to theft, of articles such as elec- 
tric fans, lamps, silverware, serviettes and towels, 
amounted to over twenty-five per cent. for a num- 
ber of years. 

Patients who have a fondness for souvenirs, and 
employees who are ambitious to eke out the family 
income by donating supplies surreptitiously obtain- 
ed are more or less numerous, and should have their 
activities in this direction peremptorily curtailed. 

Fans, lamps and similar articles may be numbered 
and issued on requisition only, and the patient 
should account for them before discharge if any are 
missing. 

Employees should have packages passed by the 
head of the department before leaving the building, 
or all parcels taken into the hospital should be 
checked with the department head, so that all pack- 
ages taken out are properly designated. 

The experiment of having the senior nurse made 
responsible for all hot water bags and similar sup- 
plies, and paying for missing supplies, resulted in 
a large decrease in losses, as her co-oworkers were 
quick to co-operate in keeping a close watch on 


supplies. 


To the Graduate 


A few thoughts from a beautiful and inspiring 
address to the graduating class of the Royal Alex- 
andra Hospital, Edmonton, by the Rev. Canon Car- 
ruthers, convey a true message of service. In part 
Canon Carruthers said: , 

“This is a serious, as well as a beautiful and glori- 
ous time. Go out into the world so that the little 
corner you fill may be the better for your being 
there. Model your lives after that perfect type of 
heroic womanhood, Florence Nightingale. Put your 
best into your profession and your lives will be 
crowned with beauty, and all your paths with peace. 
Have a wide vision of sacrifice, especially in these 
days when people are so inclined to avoid sacrifice ; 
a wide vision of service, with the thought that the 
only real life is to serve, and a wide vision of duty 
if happiness is to be enjoyed. Only a vision of duty 
can carry you through the calls you know your pro- 
fession will make upon you.”

A Praiseworthy Undertaking 


The announcement from Quebec that the Ste. 
Agathe Sanatorium for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis is shortly to be taken over and operated by the 
Royal Edward Institute of Montreal will bring 
hope into the lives of many sufferers for whom 
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there has been in the past no adequate provision in 
this Province. Quebec has undeniably lagged be- 
hind some of the sister Provinces, in providing the 
proper means for combatting the ravages of tuber- 
culosis, and the course now contemplated will re- 
move a portion of the reproach earned by the neg- 
lect of the past. A further step forward is indicated 
in the Government’s announced intention to estab- 
lish a similar institution for Catholic patients. That 
the Ste. Agathe Sanatorium will fulfil a beneficent 
purpose under the direction of the Royal Edward 
Institute no one will doubt, in view of the splendid 
work already done by that organization despite the 
handicaps imposed by all-too-meagre resources and 
insufficient equipment. The enlarged scope of the 
Royal Edward’s work, and the new responsibilities 
which it is assuming, inevitably entail added finan- 
cial outlay, and the case is one which calls for gen- 
erous public and private assistance, in the form of 
provincial and municipal grants and liberal indi- 
vidual subscriptions. Every dollar spent in the cure 
or the prevention of tuberculosis is repaid an hun- 
dredfold in the raising of the general standard of 
health in Montreal and throughout the Province 
and in the lessening of a constant menace to which 
children and adults are exposed. 


Glace Bay Hospitals Suffer 
Through Miners’ Strike 


Both the Glace Bay General and St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital at Glace Bay, N.S., have been exceedingly hard 
hit by the present industrial struggle, and the 
broken time at the collieries which preceded it. 

Cut off from their main source of revenue, the 
weekly payments from the miners, the institutions 
are having all they can do to make ends meet, and, 
at the end of April, were behind several thousands 
of dollars. 

What makes the situation worse is the fact that 
the hospitals are treating the usual number of pati- 
ents, if not more than under normal conditions. 

Norman McKenzie, President of the General Hos- 
pital Board of Directors, interviewed on the subject, 
said that there were as many in the hospital at the 
Ist of May, if not more than at this time last year. 
There was no money coming in to defray the ex- 
penses of the institution, and if the present situation 
continued for any further length of time, he could 
not say what action the Board of Directors might 
have to take. Since January the hospital went 
behind $7,500. 

At St. Joseph’s Hospital. where the overhead ex- 
penses are somewhat larger than at the General, a 
similar situation exists. Rev. Sister Ignatius, Sup- 
erintendent at the hospital, told a press representa- 
tive that the deficit at St. Joseph’s since the first 
week of April, when the industrial dispute started, 
was somewhere in the vicinity of between $8,000 


and $9,000. 


The hospital was treating on an average of 55 
patients daily, and overhead charges were the same 
as they always were. If conditions did not improve 
within a short time the hospital authorities might 
be faced with the problem of curtailing to some 
extent admissions to the institution. 
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Edith Cavell Memorial Residence 


for Toronto Western 

Work is to begin within a few weeks on a new 
$300,000 nurses’ residence in connection with West- 
ern Hospital, Toronto. The building is to cover an 
area 40 by 150 geet, and will be nine storeys high 
and surmounted by a roof garden. In addition to 
serving as a residence building for the nursing staff 
the new edifice will contain the kitchens and dining 
rooms for the training school officers, the service 
staff, a large dressing and locker room for special 
nurses, a laboratory for instructions in dietetics, a 
classroom, demonstration room, and the necessary 
offices for the supervising staff. 

The plans call for a completely fireproof building, 
which the Ladies’ Board will have the pleasure of 
naming “The Edith Cavell Memorial Residence.” 
The names of the hospital’s graduate nurses who 
served overseas will be permanently recorded in the 
new building, and the memorial tablet to Nursing 
Sister Davis, who died on active service, will be 
removed from the main building to the new resi- 
dence. It has been announced at the hospital that 
Miss Beatrice L. Ellis, R.N., Superintendent of 
Nurses, and Miss Ida McGee, her assistant, will 
leave in June to attend the International Congress 
of Nurses at Helsingfors, Finland. 


Patients at Ontario Hospital 
Entertained by S. P. A. 


The Sportsmen’s Patriotic Association gave their 
third concert of the season at Ontario Hospital, 
Whitby, on May 7th, when between eight and nine 
hundred patients, to say nothing of the medical and 
nursing staff, filled to capacity the spacious theatre, 
from the stage of which professional companies en- 
gaged by the association gave numerous “shows” 
during the time the buildings were used as a mili- 
tary hospital. 

The two-hour entertainment was pronounced by 
Dr. Forster as the best ever given to the patients, 
and at the sumptuous repast to which the artists 
and officers of the S.P.A. were regaled the associa- 
tion was heartily thanked for the enjoyment which 
it afforded the patients from time to time, and the 
hope expressed that its patriotic activities might 
long be continued. The concert was staged under 
the direction of E. S. Jackson, the secretary, and 
other officers of the association present included 
P. J. Mulqueen, President; W. F. Lyonde, W. A. 
Hewitt, Chas. Soady, E. Y. Hutcheson, J. F. Pax- 
ton, Jas. Norris, and Francis Nelson. 

An excellent program embracing several humorous 
numbers, was presented, the “bill” consisting of 
Ailene Jackson, piano monologist; Agnes Adie, so- 
prano; Jessie Butt, contralto; Maude Buschlen, vio- 
linist ;; Harry Binns, tenor; Irving Levine, baritone; 
Jimmie Reid, singing comedian; R. C. Searing, 
piano-accordionist, and Martha Hogg, accompanist. 
In each and every case the artists received double 
encores, and before they left for home they, to- 
gether with the S.P.A. officials and members of the 
Shriners’ Club, who took charge of the transporta- 
tion arrangements, were entertained by Sheriff and 
Mrs. Paxton at their residence.

Two solutions are given of a nurses’ home. Figs. 
1, 2 and 3 show a recently completed motherhouse 
for 50 sisters, which is really a nurses’ home, except- 
ing that the sisters are of a more advanced age and 
live their mature lives in the home instead of a few 
years while training. 

The first floor plan shows a large combination 
living room and library, with a connecting porch 
and a commodious dining room, all of which rooms 
can be thrown together for special occasions. Ad- 
joining the kitchen is a room where the nurses and 
staff with their guests drop in every afternoon be- 
tween three and four o'clock for a cup of tea. There 
are two classrooms which can be thrown together 
and used for large classes and for devotional] pur- 
poses. The second = 
floor plan shows the 
typical single bed- 
rooms, each with an 
unusually large closet. 
The closet arrange- 
ment is quite suitable 
for a home of this 
kind, but a better ar- 
rangement will be 
shown when discuss- 
ing the next plan. On 
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this second floor is a large room for the sister su- 
perior and a smaller one for her assistant, with a 
private bath between. The sister superiors room 
has a disappearing bed, which, however, is not quite 
so good as to plan a suite, a living room and separ- 
ate bedroom. Two rooms will be noted as forming 
a suite, the one a living room and the other a bed- 
room with two beds. A further development of this 
combination will be shown later. An important 
feature of this second floor is the sewing room, well 
equipped with electric plugs, ironing boards, a wide 
and long table, a wall case, and two spacious closets 
for linen. A door leads to the porch roof. The num- 
ber of fixtures in the general bath and toilets are the 
very minimum. and a good rule is for each 18 nurses: 


2 bath tubs. 
1 shower. 


3 stools. 
5 wash basins. 
1 dental lavatory. | 

The basement contains a small laundry, a feature 
which should not be overlooked as supplementing 
the large general laundry, the nurses requiring a 
place to do up those pieces which are needed in a 
hurry or which must not be sent to the main 
laundry. 

A large nurses’ home of six stories and basement 
with a capacity of 134 beds has several important 
features not provided in the motherhouse. Among 
them in the basement is a large gymnasium 13 feet 
high, a locker room, a storage room, a swimming 
pool and showers. 


The recreational facilities for the nurses should 
receive careful attention and should include, besides 
a gymnasium and pool, a social or living room, a 


library, tennis courts 
either on the ground 
or on the roof, and if 
possible a garden and 
a sun porch for each 
storey.

bath. The assistant superintendent, the head nurse, 
dietitian and the floor nurses, the instructor and the 
operating room nurse should each have special ac- 
commodations consisting of an individual bedroom 
with a private bathroom between two rooms. Again, 
these graduate nurses could well be given a separ- 
ate wing in the building to themselves with the 
individual rooms, general bath and toilets for their 
own use and a commodious living room in common. 


It is important to provide sleeping accommoda- 
tions for the night nurses, as they will require as 
much freedom from noise as possible and plenty of 
air with the daylight excluded. Several homes have 
commodious dormitories in the attics or on the 
roofs for these night nurses. Toilet accommoda- 
tions should not be overlooked. 


Each floor of the nurses’ home should have a 
large linen store closet and one or two telephone 
booths with light, fans, pencils and pads. The 
special nurses must also be taken care of. They 
should be given, according to their number, dress- 
ing rooms and lockers and rest rooms with toilets. 
It is often found desirable to provide this accommo- 
dation in the hospital itself rather than in the nurses’ 
home. 

In the treatment of the internes’ quarters, a large 
living room with bay mindow and space for billiard 
table, an individual bedroom and closet for each of 
five physicians, liberal toilet facilities, and an en- 
trance hall with recess for hats and coats make a 
comfortable arrangement which would help to get 
and hold internes in these days of scarcity. The 
housing of the general employes and domestics is, 
as will be seen from the list at the beginning of this 
article, no trifling matter, if the hospital contains 
100 or more beds. 

Owing to the difference in their previous training 
and surroundings it is not necessary to plan as ela- 
borately for the general employes and domestics as 
for the nurses, although of course if the funds 
permit it will add to their satisfaction and peace of 
mind if a common living room is provided for each 
sex, with some recreational features. The rooms 
should be individual, even if quite small. For a 
40- or 50-bed hospital it is quite sufficient to pro- 
vide one room for the janitor and one for the fire- 
man, one room for a cook and one for a maid, and 
depend on outside help for scrubbing and cleaning. 
If the hospital is built on a hillside the basement, 
provided it is well out of the ground, can be used 
for many of the employes with the sexes well sep- 
arated and if possible in opposite wings, completely 
equipped with toilets and baths. One small apart- 
ment for the head janitor and his family would be 
found acceptable. 

One solution of the housing of the help is a por- 
tion of the building entirely closed off with double 
doors, but close to one of the stairways and elevator. 
The plan provides for a large day room, skylighted, 
and surrounded by the various bedrooms of which 
there are two single rooms, two rooms for two, two 
rooms for three, one room for four and a dormitory 
for six. There is in this self-contained unit a bath- 
room with a laundry tray and a toilet in a separate 
room; also a large linen room and a storeroom for 
trunks.—Architectural Forum.

Donates Prize to Control Waste 


Kingston.—Fraser Armstrong, the new Superin- 
tendent of the Kingston General Hospital, has do- 
nated a prize to the nurse in training who gives the 
best suggestion as to the control of the unnecessary 
waste of medical and surgical linen and food sup- 
plies at the hospital. The first prize was awarded 
at the nurses’ graduation exercises on May 15. 


Sanitarium Gets $50,000 


Hamilton, Ont.—The Mountain Sanitarium is in 
receipt of a check for $50,000 from the Ontario Gov- 
ernment. Not so long ago, when Premier Ferguson, 
Dr. Forbes Godfrey, Minister of Health, and others, 
were visiting the Sanitarium, they recognized the 
good work that was being carried on. A promise 
was made that if the Sanitarium extended its acti- 
vities to take in patients from outside Hamilton, a 
check for $50,000 would be forwarded. This condi- 
tion was complied with and the cheque was sent on. 


Fernie Hospital Re-opened 


Fernie, B.C.—The Fernie hospital, which has 
been closed for a considerable time, has been re- 
opened by the British Columbia Federation of 
Miners, the organization which recently took the 
place of the U.M.W. of A., here. 

The miners have appointed a special committee 
to handle this institution and a new hospital board 
has been formed, The hospital will be maintained 
by a portion of their monthly medical fees, which 
will be placed in a fund to be utilized by the board 
in hospital upkeep. The institution will be operated 
on the general hospital plan, patients being permit- 
ted to call in any doctor they wish to attend them. 


Plan Building Programme 


Newmarket, Ont.—The York County Hospital 
Board met recently and drafted a by-law which was 
submitted to the Town Council at a special meet- 
ing. The by-law provides that the Town of New- 
market will make a grant of $15,000 to the Hospital 
Board for the purchase of a new site. A former 
by-law provided that the municipality purchase the 
site, but this was changed at the suggestion of Chair- 
man J. F. Harvey. No action was taken by the 
Council, as it was thought an additional $10,000 
for transforming the building on the proposed site 
into suitable quarters and for equipment should first 
be raised by free subscriptions. The matter was 
held over for two weeks until a report can be sub- 
mitted on the method of raising funds. 
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Maternity Hospital Buildings Purchased 


Montreal.—The purchase of the building at pres- 
ent occupied by the Montreal Maternity Hospital at 
the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets 
by the board of directors of the Hospital Francais 
was announced a short time ago, following a meet- 
ing of the latter hospital board. It is expected that 
the new owners of the building will not take posses- 
sion before April, 1926, as the Montreal Maternity 
Hospital are to move into their new quarters being 
built on the Royal Victoria Hospital grounds fol- 
lowing a merger of the two institutions. 

It was stated by Dr. Francois de Martigny, medi- 
cal superintendent of the Hopital Francais, that the 
grants given to the hospital by the government had 
placed the hospital on the same basis as the other 
large hospitals of the city and enabled the board to 
purchase the property. 

The Hopital Francais is at present situated on 
St. Denis street below Ontario street, and has ac- 
commodation for thirty patients. In the new build- 
ing there will be 350 beds.

Toronto.—At the annual re-union of the Toronto 
General Hospital ex-House Staff Association on 
May 4th, Dr. Thomas McCrae was presented (in 
absentia) with the historic gold-headed cane. <A 
silver-headed cane, a replica of the gold one, was 
presented to Dr. R. H. Robinson, of Toronto, who is 
the oldest living ex-house officer. The following 
officers were elected: President, Dr. A. E. Ardagh, 
Orillia; vice-president, Dr. F. A. Cleland, Toronto;

golden color and near the top are pictures of 
Mother Goose friends, such as Old King Cole, Jack 
and Jill, Simple Simon and many others, marching 
along in endless procession. Large windows fill 
the rooms with sunshine and fresh air, and at the 
end of each ward a merry little canary sings, and 
hops about his little white cage. Besides the neces- 
sary hospital furniture there is the dearest little 
set of table and chairs painted in bright colors. The 
chairs are carved and painted to represent soldiers 
and the table-tops rest on the heads of four wooden 
soldiers. There is also a long chest at the end 
of each room, in which the children’s toys are kept. 
All these extras have been donated by friends of 
the movement. 

The hospital occupies a long wing of the building, 
with the walls practically composed of windows, 
and the two wards, one for girls and one for boys, 
separated by a frosted glass partition. On the morn- 
ing we visited the hospital, many of the children 
were sitting up in bed, wrapped in their bright 
kimonas, pink for the girls and blue for the boys, 
and were chatting to each other and drawing pic- 
tures. Some of them were moving around in wheel 
chairs. ‘ Earlier in the morning a small rocking-chair 
(the well-known variety formed of two wooden 
horses with rockers for feet) had been sent to the 
hospital as a gift to the children, and one of the tiny 
patients was trying it out. He was a wee lad of 
about two years, with round, rosy cheeks. One 
little foot, swathed in bandages, stuck out stiffly 
before him, the other gracefully draped over the 
bar in front. He was rocking himself all over the 
wards, paying no attention to anyone, and had 
been so amusing himself all morning. If the donor 
could have seen this absorbed little face, he would 
have been satisfied that his gift was a. huge success. 

Linen Room Treasures 

We next visited the spick and span kitchen and 
service rooms, and the linen room. Here were 
shelves upon shelves piled with staples of all kinds. 
Apart from the sheets and blankets and such heavier 
articles (the linen was made by. the wives, ‘sisters 
and daughters of the Shriners, who have formed 
themselves into an auxiliary for this work), there 
were piles of bibs with edges crocheted in pink 
and blue, and some had kittens and bunnies worked 
on them. The pink and blue wrappers were made 
by these ladies, and the flannelette nightgowns also. 
On the front of each nightie is embroidered in red, 
the emblem of the Shriners, so that after the chil- 
dren leave the hospital, they will know the emblem 
when they see it, and remember those who were 
responsible for relieving them of their deformities. 
There were even doll clothes made of the same 
materials and finished in the same way. 

We were introduced to the tall surgeon, whose 
keen blue eyes and kind manner, would, we felt sure, 
inspire the greatest trust in the hearts of his little 
patients. 

Our tour now led us to the Orthopedic Depart- 
ment. Here we saw all manner of electrical equip- 
ment and apparatus for exercising little crooked 
bodies. While we were there there was a little 
girl having a violet-ray treatment, which she seemed 
to be enjoying. ,

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The Shriners’ Hospital has a capacity for twenty 
patients, and although there were only fourteen 
in when we were there, we believe that the beds 
are now all filled. The hospital has only been open 
a few weeks, and many applications have been re- 
ceived. Only children under fourteen are admitted 
and only those whose parents are unable to afford 
the expense themselves. 

All expense in connection with this most com- 
mendable undertaking is borne by the Expense 
Board of Trustees of the Mystic Shriners, and in this 
manner $2.00 per year is payable with the annual 
dues. Without payment of the hospital assess- 
ment, no Shriner can keep in good standing. Win- 
nipeg is the centre for three temples, Waugh 
Temple, Regina; Azar Temple, Calgary, and Kar- 
tum Temple at Winnipeg. Together they have a 
membership of 2,600. As we left the hospital, with 
its wonderful presentation of crippled yet happy 
children, we were impressed with the fact that 
the Shriners, like the Nazarene, “go about doing 
good.” 


Dr. H. H. Cheney goes to Ottawa 


Montreal.—Dr. H. H. Cheney, assistant in the 
X-Ray Department of the Royal Victoria Hospital 
here for the last eleven years, has been appointed 
to the Civic Hospital at Ottawa, where he will be in 
charge of the X-Ray and physiotherapy department.

Dr. H. H. Cheney is a graduate of McGill Univer- 
sity in 1914.

Hospital 
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Distinguished British Surgeon 
Visiting in Canada 

Basil Hall, President of the British Medical As- 
sociation, and one of the most prominent of eminent 
British surgeons, has been visiting various cities 
in Canada, and during his stay in Toronto spent 
some time at the Western Hospital and made a 
thorough tour and inspection of all the wards and 
departments. He witnessed operations in one of 
the operating theatres and saw also several inter- 
esting cases with the staff surgeons. 

Mr. Hall had luncheon with 120 staff and asso- 
ciate staff doctors at the hospital’s weekly clinic 
luncheon, and was given a splendid reception by the 
Toronto medical men. In addressing the gathering, 
Mr. Hall referred to the wonderful hospitality which 
he said he had received in Canada. He is here on 
the invitation of Dr. Harley Smith, President of the 
Academy of Medicine, and he is the guest in To- 
ronto of Dr. H. A. Beatty, senior surgeon of the 
Toronto Western Hospital. He has just spent a 
week in the Niagara Peninsula and was very much 
impressed with all the beauties that he saw. He 
told the Western physicians that he was surely 
coming again to Canada, and next time was bring- 
ing Mrs. Hall with him. 

Congratulates Hospital Staff. 

The British Medical Association President at the 
clinic luncheon congratulated the hospital upon the 
splendid facilities which it has, and stated that the 
idea of having a good number of associate staff doc- 
tors was a very excellent one—different to the prac- 
tice in Great Britain, where the hospital staff con- 
sists of only a very few physicians and surgeons. 
He said that the idea of having a large associate 
staff was of great benefit to the profession at large, 
as it gave practitioners a more intimate connection 
with the hospital and with all its educational ad- 
vantages. 

On another theme he expressed amazement at the 
progress of Canadian affairs generally, and stated 
it as his opinion that the Motherland had produced 
a most wonderful child in the Dominion. 

The meeting was also addressed by Dr. Harley 
Smith, President of the Academy of Medicine. A 
vote of thanks was moved by Dr. John Ferguson, 
Secretary of the Board of Governors of the Hos- 
pital, and seconded in a brief address by Dr. A. A. 
Macdonald, member of the Board of Governors of 
the Hospital. 

Members of the Western’s staff who were privi- 
leged to meet and hear Mr. Hall at the luncheon 
described it as a truly wonderful opportunity for 
Canadian medical men, and declared the noted Brit- 
ish surgeon to be a most likeable personality. This 
is Mr. Hall’s first visit to Canada.

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Toronto Medical Men Praised 
for New Anaesthetic 


A high tribute to the work of three Toronto medi- 
cal men in connection with the development of ethy- 
lene as an anaesthesia, was paid.at a meeting of the 
Canadian Society of Anaesthetists, who held ses- 
sions conjointly with the Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion in Toronto recently. The men mentioned are 
Professor B. E. Henderson, Dr. W. Easson Brown 
and Dr. James H. Cotton; and the tribute came from 
Dr. J. J. Buettner, of Syracuse, N.Y., President of 
the Association. Dr. Buettner pointed out that the 
three Toronto men did the spade work in connec- 
tion with developing a new anaesthetic which was 
proving of incalculable advantage to the medical 
profession and to mankind in general. Ethylene 
was established almost overnight; and now, as a 
result of the work of the local men, the research 
foundation was about ready to present to the world 
a more highly purified ethylene made by the Cot- 
ton process; and it was planned that; as in the case 
of insulin, the royalties would go to create the first 
endowment for further research in connection with 
anaesthetics. 

In addition to his “spade work” in connection 
with ethylene, Dr. Buettner pointed out that last 
October Dr. Cotton had presented to the profession 
a new invention by which it was possible to make 
the gas on a commercial basis, instead of on the 
laboratory scale. The process took the form of the 
introduction of metallic catalysts in the process of 
manufacture, and it had been found that the new 
system had raised the yield of ethylene from 20 per 
cent. to 50 per cent., and had thus made it a com- 
mercial possibility, and had placed it at the service 
of the whole of mankind. 

Dr. Buettner further pointed out that the Cana- 
dian Society of Anaesthetists was developing the 
men to do the work in the hospitals; and by mak- 
ing use of those men the Research Society was tap- 
ping all the available research information. The 
result was that newer and safer methods of use were 
being worked out. 


Value of Ethylene. 

A direct illustration of the value of ethylene was 
furnished by Dr. Don Warren, of Hamilton, who 
spoke on the subject, “The Use of Ethylene in Ton- 
sillectomy.” Dr. Warren pointed out that before 
the introduction of ethylene the doctors operated 
with the use of ether, and it often worked out that 
the gas was most detrimental to the operator and 
to the assistant who administered the anaesthesia. 
A continental doctor had worked it out and had 
discovered that if a surgeon performed a half dozen 
operations in one day, he would inhale in the pro- 
cess as much ether as did any one of the patients, 
and if this went on for day after day and week after 
week, there were certain to be detrimental effects, 
both to the operator and the man who administered 
the ether. So ethylene had become far superior to 
ether on that ground alone, for it was not injurious 
to the system and did not affect the operatores. It 
relieved pain without bringing the patient into a 
perilous condition. Particularly was this the case 
in connection with tonsillectomy.

Dr. Warren further pointed out that ethylene was 
of particular value for operations on children, since 
the patients were inclined to go to sleep without 
excitement. Further, it could be administered with 
a higher percentage of oxygen, and oxygen was 
essential in the case of anaesthetics. 


There has been only one danger associated with 
the administering of ethylene, the danger of explo- 
sions. There were two sources of explosion. One 
resulted from actual contact with flame or short- 
circuiting switches ; and the second from static elec- 
tricity inside the apparatus from which the ethy- 
lene was administered. In this connection, Dr. F. 
H. McMechan, of Avon Lake, Ohio, pointed out 
that within the past few weeks a remedy had been 
discovered for the former danger. So far as the 
contact with actual flame was concerned, that could 
be avoided by not using such in the operating room; 
and so far as static inside the apparatus was con- 
cerned, the Research Society had just learned that 
the danger of static could be removed by maintain 
ing 35 per cent. of water vapor in the air. 


“It was beginning to look as though ethylene 
might be too dangerous,’ Dr. McMechan added, 
“but this latest discovery has removed all possi- 
bility that its use would have to be abandoned.” 


Treatment of Children. 

Dr. Charles H. Robson, of the Hospital for Sick 
Children, pointed out that each year there were 
7,000 children put to sleep in that institution by the 
use of anaesthetics. One thing he insisted upon was 
that the medical profession must overcome its old 
false belief that a child did not begin to feel pain 
until it was seven days old. A child felt pain as 
soon as it was born, and just as keenly as would 
an adult. So anaesthetics must be administered, no 
matter what the age. 

Dr. T. R. Hanley outlined the method by which 
an anaesthetic could be administered for thyroid 
operations. In the case of toxic goitre, the patient 
required two or three times the normal amount of 
oxygen, and the heart must not be disturbed, so 
the difficulty was overcome by a combined anaes- 
thetic. A local anaesthetic was given to deaden the 
nerve centre leading to the goitre, and the patient 
was rendered unconscious by another anaesthetic 
which permitted a 50 per cent. use of oxygen. As 
a result of it all, the operations were becoming much 
safer for the patients, in spite of the fact that if 
there was one operation more dangerous than an- 
other it was that for toxic goitre. 


Hospital at Simcoe Opened 


The new Norfolk County Hospital was officially 
opened at Simcoe on May 21st by His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario in beautiful wea- 
ther in the presence of a very large gathering. W. 
L. Innes, President of the Hospital Association, pre- 
sided. With him were His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Harry Brook, Rev. H. C. Newcombe, 
Miss M. Buck, Hospital Superintendent; Miss Gil- 
lespie and Mrs. M. Lewis, nurses; A. S. Burt, Mayor 
of Simcoe, and others.

St. George’s Hospital 
Fy] Alert Bay, B.C. 


An intensely interesting story is told by Rev. Alan 
Greene, visiting Toronto in the interests of the 
Columbia Coast Mission of St. George’s Hospital, 
which has just been officially opened. at Alert Bay. 
This hospital, built at a cost of $30,000, will replace 
the hospital that was burned two years ago, and 
will be equipped to accommodate both white men 
and Indian patients. 

Gifts from Indians. 

A feature of the furnishing is the X-ray equip- 
ment, valued at $1,400, which has been donated by 
the Indians, who carried their money gifts to Rev. 
John Antle, the Superintendent of the Columbia 
Coast Mission. The operating room has been com- 
pletely furnished by the Ottawa W.A. of the Angli- 
can Church, and a chapel established in the hos- 
pital. 

An incident recounted by Mr. Greene demon- 
strates the high value of the hospital at Alert Bay. 
The wife of the only white man, who served as a 
donkey-engineer in a Japanese logging camp, was 
taken seriously ill. A message was sent to the for- 
mer hospital, and the doctor, accompanied by a 
nurse, responded, performing a minor operation on 
the woman and sleeping the night on the floor of 
the shack. The following day the doctor and nurse 
carried the sick woman, accompanied by her five 
children, to Alert Bay, 30 miles distant. Following 
a long illness and the recovery of the mother, the 
woman and her children returned to the logging 
camp to find the father had moved to Vancouver 
and they were homeless. Returning to Alert Bay, 
the woman and children were cared for hospitably 
at the Mission until the father was located in Van- 
couver and the little family conveyed thither by Mr. 
Greene in his gasoline launch, the Rendezvous. 

Small Floating Hospitals. 

The Columbia Coast Mission workers were pio- 
neers in establishing hospitals in this coast region, 
extending 100 miles north of Vancouver to Cape 
Scott. The craft Rendezvous, with Mr. Greene in 
charge, is actively engaged in ambulance duty, con- 
veying the sick and injured of the settlements and 
islands to the three hospitals now established by 
the mission. The Columbia, the launch operated by 
Mr. Antle, is rapidly becoming a floating hospital, 
and it is anticipated that a doctor will be provided 
for the launch this autumn. The Columbia, boast- 
ing a chapel, will also be equipped with wireless, 
and will be in direct communication with the Dom- 
inion Wireless Station at.Alert Bay, 200 miles north 
of Vancouver. 

Mr. Greene pays a warm tribute to the Presbyter- 
ian and Methodist Coast Missions, who work har- 
moniously in conjunction with the Columbia Coast 
Mission. The settlers include a large number of 
thrifty Scandinavian people, engaged in logging.

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Sprinkler Systems Advised for 
Hospitals 


A splendid endorsation for the automatic sprink- 
ler system as an effective method of reducing fire 
loss was provided at the annual convention of the 
Dominion Fire Prevention Association at Ottawa 
when a resolution was passed recommending that 
the Dominion and Provincial Governments provide 
sprinkler protection in all public institutions and 
that Provincal Governments be requested to pro- 
vide funds to finance installations in hospitals, 
schools and other institutions. The resolution reads 
as follows: 

“Whereas many years of experience provides in- 
contestible proof that automatic sprinkler systems 
are the most effective known means of reducing 
losses of life and property by fire, and 

“Whereas, the cost of installing this form of pro- 
tection in manufacturing and mercantile properties 
is defrayed in the majority of cases, through re- 
duced insurance premiums. 

“Therefore be it resolved that this conference 
reaffirm the resolution adopted by the Association 
in 1918 calling upon the Provincial authorities to 
enact legislation making it compulsory to equip 
with automatic sprinklers all factory buildings hav- 
ing a value in excess of $100,000; and 

“That the conference also concurs in the resolu- 
tion of the Associate of Canadian Fire Marshals 
adopted April 19th, 1925, approving of the more 
general installation of sprinkler systems ; and 

“That we also urge upon the Dominion and Pro-

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The Proper Disposal of Waste 
is Economic Factor 

It is sometimes found expedient to provide one 
moderate-sized incinerator within the hospital for 
burning dressings and to dispose of all other waste 
in a general destructor built outside the building. 
Disposal of waste by burning it in local incinera- 
tors placed throughout the building is not entirely 
free from objectionable features, such as consider- 
able consumption of fuel, occasional escape of 
odours, and the need of repairs from time to time, 
especially if much wet waste is burned. The dis- 
posal of waste in one central incinerator within the 
building overcomes some of the objections in the 
use of local incinerators, but since if all the waste 
of an average-sized hospital is to be disposed of in 
one incinerator, it is likely to be inconveniently 
large. Therefore it is advisable to have a general 
incinerator used for all wastes, except dressings, 
outside of the building, built of masonry with fire 
brick linings, double grates and fire bricks. Prac- 
tically no fuel is required for this type, excepting 
for starting the operation of the incinerator, as the 
waste is dried on the upper grate and falls through 
to the lower one, where it is consumed. The fact 
of this type of incinerator being of masonry con- 
struction, it is not destroyed by the distillates from 
the waste, even from very wet kitchen waste, and 
constant repairs are therefore not necessary. 

Provision should be made for the temporary hous- 
ing of what is called garbage in such a way as to 
prevent its disintegration.
